HOW TO PLANT 


Proper planting, pruning and watering are essential to the 
success of nursery stock. The ground should be plowed or 
spaded deeply. Holes should be large enough so the roots can 
be spread out without crowding. Soil should be packed firmly 
around roots so there are no air spaces and so roots are in tight 
contact with the soil. After planting water thoroughly with hose, 
twice a week until established.
